her cooking over the open fire in kettles and griddles. 
Bread was baked in the family bake-oven placed in front 
of the fire. Candles or a rag burning in a pan of grease 
served for light at night. 

The early accounts mention lean hard years during 
this period. Potatoes, bread, and garlic soup were com- 
mon fare. Wild game was plentiful though, and served 
to ease the food problem, although bears came into the 
field and grubbed for carrots and other vegetables.” 

Clothing was also a great problem. In the summer 
and fall of 1859 nearly all of the freight trains supplying 
Camp Floyd passed through the valley, taking advantage
